Lawrence under the orders of Mayor 
tlohn L. Davie and her books and per- 
sonal correspondence seized and taken 
to the Mayor's office, according to 
charges made in the city council this 
morning by Attorney Henry E. Skin- 
her, representing Mrs. Whitnah. 


"No raid was ordered or made," 


answered Mayor Davie. 
"The room 


•was needed immediately for the use 
'of the exemption board, and as the 
bureau was __ no longer in existence, 
the rooms were ordered to be made 


k ready for the new occupants. I know 
* nothing of Mrs. Whitnah's correspon- 


them." 


MAKES CHARGE. 


. 
Skinner's charges were made after 
^.Commissioner W. II. Edwards had 


""objected to granting Mrs. Whitnah's 


request that she be allowed to destroy 
the confidential records of her de- 
partment, which contain intimate de- 
tails of the personal history of women 
who have appealed to the bureau for 
aid. In a communication to the coun- 
cil, she asked that she be permitted to 
destroy these confidences which had 
been made to her with the under- 
standing that they would be seen by 
no eyes saie her own. 


After the 
letter had 
been read 


Skinner addressed the Council on be- 
half of Mrs. Whitnah, stating that it 
was not her desire to burn any docu- 
ments other than those which were of 
a private nature and which had no 
"bearing upon the public records of the 
•department. It would be a cause of 
intense humiliation to the women in- 
volved, he said, if these revelations of 
domestic and personal unhappiness 
were read by others. 


"Inasmuch as the Council has been 


expending the money for this bureau." 
declared Commissioner Edwards, "I 
think that the mayor should be em- 
powered to appoint a committee of 
three or five members to go over these 
records. We should know what has 
been accomplished. Public money has 
"been expended, and the public has a 
right to know how it was spent* 


"The records to which we are re- 


ferring," 
replied 
Skinner, 
"have 


nothing to do with the expenditure of 
public money. They are the confiden- 
tial records and are now in Mrs. Whit- 
nah's possession. She intends to keep 
them. They are now m a safe place." 


PERSONAL PROPERTY. 


Edwards insisted that he could see 


no reaion why there should be any 
records In fhf office that ronld not be 
read bj public officials. He intimated 
that Mrs- Whitnah was exceeding her 
rights in retaining the papers." 


"Well, since you are taking that at- 
titude," said Skinner, "I will inform 
jou that Mrs. Whitnah's personal cor- 
respondence, books and some of her 
personal property were taken from

"every patrolman made visits to fifty 
houses on his beat-yesterday, taking 
not more than five houses m any one 
street, to ascertain whether or not 
the garbage is being collected. I have 
not yet had time to compile a detailed 
report from their returns, but I find 
that conditions are far 
from satis- 
factory. 


"In beat 70. five houses out of fifty 


had not been visited, making 14 per

cent. In beat 77, the failure was 43 
per cent, and in beat 81 it was 40 per 
cent 


"I am of the opinion that the situa- 
tion is serious and that the health of 
the city may suffer if conditions are 
not bettered immediately. I have re- 
called Dr. Smith from his vacation in 
order that an immediate investigation 
may be made. If his report tomorrow 
morning shows no amelioration I shall 
ask that the city attorney be instructed 
to rescind the contract." 


"I am surprised to hear this re- 
port," said Mayor Davie.

WANTS JURY TO SEE PRISON. 
"Inasmuch as there has been a great 
deal said about the manner of the 
incarceration of the defendants and 


of the treatment Mrs. Mooney received 
at the time of her arrest, I want to 
show the jury the room Mrs. Mooney 
ivas taken to the first night, where 
she was kept the next day, and just 
what the jail and cells look like," said 
Ferrari.

'The best men and women are leaving 


the teaching profession," declared Mra. 
May L. Cheney, "because there are no 
tit methods for adjusting the person to 
the place. Everything now is haphazard. 
The so-called co-operative plans fail be- 
cause they aim primarily to benefit the 
teacher and not the co-nmunity. Chance 
guidance is undermining our teaching 
'orce and making for poorer schools. 


ONE WISE PLAN. 


"A wise plan for handling the situation 
would include n. onain of appointment of- 
fices covering the whole elate. It would 
make use of knowledge gained about 
teacher applicants in the normal schools 
or universities. 
It would employ only 
experts in this work. The aim would be 
to seek out the best teachers wherever 
employed and make possible the fullest 
use of their talents. 
"One bad point of the present system 
la the lack of wise efforts on the part of 
principals 
and superintendents. 
They 
should use their intelligence and hunt in- 
stead of being hunted." 
Dr. McCurdy declared In his afldress 
that the 'present organization of physical 
education in the hitch schools of the state 
was Inadequate. He referred at length 
to the New York City system where a 
general director, assisted by an adequatfc 
number of directors, controlled the work 
and saw that it was really done. 
"Our 
forty-five 
minute devoted 
to 
physical training is altogether too brief 
to do the students any good. ' he con- 
tinued. "What they need IB a more ex- 
tensive time for this training when they 
may carry on really large muscular ex- 
ercise. Most of them need the sort or 
exercise one gets in pitching hay, in fact 
There should be a more comprehensive 
system of- physical examination to be 
sure that the exercise is reaching infll- 
vidual faults and providing the sort ot 
•flevelopment which is demanded.

AT FAMOUS PLACE. 


The place we stayed in at Paris

It was there that Franklin 
stayed when in France, where one 
of Napoleon's wives lived; Rousseau 
and Voltaire both made it their hom« 
in the-1700s. Everything is much tho 
same as when they left it Porcelain 
stoves, springs and caves, stone steps 
and fountains, hardware and hard- 
wood, but the Fords and figure* In 
khaki would have astonished some o£ 
them. 


"We were in Paris only three dajs, 


hut it seemed like three months—we 
crowded so much into them. 
We 


have beea asked to change from the 
ambulance sei-vice to the transport 
division, and owing to the necessity 
of the case accepted unanimously. I 
can explain This work as being-' still 
volunteer, but of course no longer are 
we neutrals. The work consists of 
bringing lumber, ammuniton, etc., 
from the distributing points, which is 
not any more dangerous than the 
ambulance work. TVe will see more 
action, however, as Instead of being 
confined to one division of the army 
we will t>e attached to none and will 
go from point to point, according to 
the greatest need.

I wish to state for the information 


of the board, the City Council, and 
all concerned, that on January 28, 
1916, there was placed on file in the 
city clerks' office a comprehensive and 
workable plan for the improvement 
and development of the western water- 
front and Key Route basin. This plan 
contemplates the extension of every 
other street to deep water, a belt line 
railroad with a spur extending back 
from the wharves on the line of every 
intermediate street. It shows the en- 
tire basin mapped in blocks of desig- 
nated size. These could be leased to 
factories and warehouses in lots or 
blocks as their needs require. The 
street at one end and a spur track at 
the other would afford every facility 
and convenience for handling freight. 


Twenty-five thousand, or twenty- 


five hundred thousand dollars, will 
procure no better plan than this, 
which was furnished gratis and with- 
out thanks. 


Our tax bills are mute evidence of 


the fact that we are being "experted" 
to death.

flashes from somewhere on me Oak- 
land foothills, visible night after night 
as far as tho I—'?ds olf Golden Gate 
and at points on the Sacramento river. 
The flashes, according to the informa- 
tion received, beuan several weeks asjo 
ana continued At intermittent inter- 
vals.

mit or Kedwood Peak. 
Hidden in the trees and thick un- 
derbrush were two long poles project- 
ing: above the tops of the surrounding 
timber. On the top of the two poles, 
two big searchlights peered out across 
the lower levels—one toward the west, 
the other eastward toward the Mare 
Island navy yard. Connectors dangling 
from the apparatus indicated connec- 
tions which had been removed. 
For 
eeveral long nights the secret agents 
lay in wait, but those who had been 
signalling with the 
apparatus, had 
apparently been warned and failed to 
appear. 


TRACKS FOUXD. 


A thorough search of the vicinity 
revealed 
the tact that automobile 


tracks were visible near the spot. It 
Is the opinion of the secret agents that 
the storage battery or magneto system 
of an automobile was used to operate 
the searchlights, in throwing- signals 
to a considerable distance, from the 
summit of the peak. The Department 
of Justice is hard at work in an effort 
to connect the circumstance and the 
tindmg of the apparatus with some of 
fho «DV informpHrtn oli-*»n^Tr *rt tTipn- 
hands.
